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Hundreds facing Christmas alone 


HUNDREDS of elderly people in Honiton 
will face Christmas alone this year, and resi¬ 
dents have been urged to look out for neigh¬ 
bours set to spend the festive period away 
from loved ones. 

A leading retirement developer has warned that in¬ 
creasing numbers of older people in rural communi¬ 
ties are spending the holiday season on their own. 

And a national charity has joined bosses in a pre- 
Christmas rallying call to urge the community to re¬ 
member its elderly residents this year. 

Martin Young, Regional Managing Director for 
Churchill Retirement Living, which houses residents 
at Honiton’s Holyshute Lodge, said loneliness was a 
growing problem for older people living away from 
their families. 

“Last year, 300,000 older people spent Christmas 
Day without seeing friends or family - and this year 
the number is expected to rise to almost 500,000 [na¬ 
tionwide] . 

“We know first-hand how very real the issue of 
loneliness in later life is, as many of our purchasers 
tell us it is one of the reasons they chose to move to a 
retirement development.” 

Shocking statistics revealed in Churchill’s ‘Gener¬ 
ation Guilt’ report last year suggest the problem is 
widespread. 

Three in four people over the age of 65 say they 
worry about being a burden, while half believe their 
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children “have their own lives to lead”, according to 
Churchill’s report. 

Mr Young added: “Astonishingly, 99 per cent of re¬ 
spondents say they would not ask their families to 
spend more time with them. 

“This is why, this year, we are asking people to 
please remember elderly family members, friends and 
neighbours when making Christmas plans.” 

Honiton’s Senior Voice group has also warned that 


the problem of loneliness among the elderly is likely 
to get worse with the proposed closure of one of the 
town’s key social care facilities. 

Chairman Vic Bowsher MBE told Pulman’s View: 
“Quite a lot of our members live alone or do not have 
local families, and loneliness can be a big issue in our 
rural area, especially with the closure of the St 
Michael’s Day Centre. 

“Christmas can be particularly difficult for elderly 
people living alone, when shops and local services 
are closed. 

“So we urge neighbours to be supportive and keep 
an eye on those on their own - a friendly word or a

Now it’s down to 
‘people power’ 

NHS bosses will look again at controversial pro¬ 
posals to permanently close in-patient beds at 
Axminster Hospital. 

Anger was rife in towns which stood to lose its 
in-patients beds as part of a NEW Devon Clinical 
Commissioning Group proposal to keep the num¬ 
ber of beds across the eastern locality at 66 but 
to be spread over three sites only to save up to 
£500,000 a year. 

But the financial benefit and other aspects of 
the proposal were challenged. 

At the end of the initial consultation period this 
month, NEW CCG said: “We have received a vast 
amount of responses and there have been re¬ 
quests for further information by Devon’s Health 
and Wellbeing Scrutiny Committee and others 
before decisions are made. 

“As a result, we will produce a supplementary 
document and additional information will be 
published on January 5th and the consultation 
will continue until 15 February 15th. 

A spokesperson for Axminster Hospital Action 
Group said: “We applaud the decision to extend 
the consultation period. 

“We thank all those who have written o the CCG 
as that has played a major part in the CCG making 
this decision. 

“We now await the further information that the 
CCG have promised us together with updated 
data as to how they will be basing future deci¬ 
sions. 

“Then it will be essential for as many people as 
possible to write/email again their updated 
views on the future before the middle of Febru¬ 
ary. 

“The power of the public involvement should 
not be underestimated.” 

SEATON 

Substantial fall 
in crime levels 

POLICE in Seaton have welcomed a significant 
drop in crime over the last month, with the num¬ 
ber of recorded incidents plummeting to less 
than half the average for November. 

Officers documented only 12 crimes last month 
- three of which were committed by the same 
offender. 

The statistics show a substantial decline when 
compared to the average November crime count, 
with police typically logging more than double 
the number of offences recorded last month. 

Reporting the latest figures to town councillors 
recently, PC Stephen Speareitt revealed that 
crime had been cut by half since October, with a 
drop of almost a third compared to the same pe¬ 
riod last year. 

He said: “Seaton saw the second lowest 
monthly crime total for November and is down 
from a peak of 40 in 2005 - it’s also the second 
lowest monthly total this year.” 

The incidents that were recorded included three 
cases of criminal damage, with car tyres slashed 
on two occasions. 

Seaton Hospital and the Axe Yacht Club were 
both targeted by thieves in recent weeks, with 
one case of sexual assault recorded towards the 
end of the month.

COLYTON 

Bid to slow down 
traffic in Colyford 

PARISH councillors have said that speeding driv¬ 
ers are likely to be the main cause of potential ac¬ 
cidents in Colyford and they hope to introduce 
some kind of traffic calming measures to ease 
the problem. 

The issue of speeding traffic along the A3052 
was raised when councillors reported on a meet¬ 
ing held with owners of Colyford Post Office and 
butchers. The Mayor of Colyford, Councillor 
Howard West, previously raised concerns that 
customers parking outside the shop on a verge 
alongside the busy A3052 were blocking the 
view of those exiting Seaton Road and would one 
day cause an accident. 

Councillors met with owners of the post office 
and butchers recently to discuss the problem, but 
agreed that speeding drivers were more of a con¬ 
cern than those parking on the verge. 

Councillor Robin Pocock reported: “It was gen¬ 
erally agreed by councillors at the site meeting 
that nothing could be done about parking around 
the post office. The owners were concerned that 
the main potential cause of accidents was people 
speeding through the village.” 

Councillor Pocock suggested a solar-powered 
speed monitor be installed on the A3052, which 
would flash at drivers going more than 20mph, 
despite the speed limit through the village being 
30mph. 

“The lower you set it the more likely people are 
to slow down,” he added. 

Council chairman Andrew Parr commented: 
“We need to press for some sort of traffic calming 
coming down the main road from the church.” 

He suggested that the matter be considered 
further at one of the council’s regular traffic 
meetings with county council representatives. 

Councillor Stephen Real suggested putting in 
place a temporary reduced speed limit when 
children from Colyton Grammar School were 
walking to and from the school, when he believed 
the traffic to be most dangerous. 

Some councillors argued that the speed limit 
should be reduced to 20mph permanently, while 
others suggested a speed bump may be of ben¬ 
efit. 

Speaking on the council’s decision not to pre¬ 
vent parking outside the post office and butchers, 
Councillor Real commented: “We certainly could¬ 
n’t justify killing off two local businesses just to 
put in double yellow lines.”

OTTERY St MARY 

Hospital: No news 
until February 

HEALTH bosses have confirmed that they will not 
make any decisions about the future of Ottery St 
Mary Hospital until February at the earliest. 

The NEW Devon Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG), which has outlined its intentions to remove 
the hospital’s in-patient beds and close its minor 
injuries unit, has extended its public consultation 
period into the new year. 

The NHS body now says it has an “open mind” 
about shaping its plans for the future. 

A stakeholder focus group will also be set up to 
examine the evidence and work closely with the 
CCG to find a “way forward” for community hos¬ 
pitals in East Devon. 

Over the last three months NHS bosses have 
been inundated with letters of concern from Ot¬ 
tery residents, fearful that the removal of key 
services will signal the future closure of the 
town’s hospital. But the CCG has now given an in¬ 
dication that it will look again at the controversial 
proposals, which spell out plans to move services 
to fewer locations in the district.

Donation to save cemetery from rabbits 


OTTERY St Mary cemetery, once plagued by flower- 
munching rabbits, will soon be fully protected from the 
critters, thanks to a substantial donation from housing 
developer Redrow. 

The house builder has handed over a major cash do¬ 
nation to cover the cost of protective fencing, after nu¬ 
merous reports of rabbits wreaking havoc in the 
cemetery grounds. 

The rabbit attacks have been causing “increasing dis¬ 
tress” among residents, whose floral tributes to loved 
ones have been trampled on or eaten by the animals. 

Residents have submitted a string of complaints to the 
town council over the past year, and until now civic 
leaders have been unable to find the funds to pay for a 
scheme to keep them out. 

But Redrow bosses, whose new Otter Grange estate 
sits next to the cemetery in Higher Ridgeway, have now 
stepped in to solve the problem. 

A donation of £1,750 will be used to pay for rabbit- 
proof fencing to prevent the animals breaking into the 
grounds and ruining residents’ floral arrangements. 


Mayor of Ottery, Councillor Glyn Dobson, said he 
was “delighted” to receive the donation to ensure that 
the unwanted visitors would not spoil the community’s 
continued use of the town’s “precious” cemetery. 

“The rabbits have been causing increasing distress to 
local people, so to be able to solve this problem is fan¬ 
tastic news”, he said. 

Redrow has already contributed valuable community 
funding to help patch up the leaking kitchen roof at Ot¬ 
tery St Mary Football Club this year. 

And the developer’s regional director Keith Miller 
said the house builder was keen to support people in the 
town. 

He added: “The local communities in which we build 
are extremely important to Redrow, so to be able to sup¬ 
port significant areas like the cemetery is very reward¬ 
ing. 

“This donation builds on the support we have already 
provided to other parts of the community, most recently 
the funding we provided to Ottery St Mary Football 
Club to help them fix the clubhouse roof.”

The after dinner speaker was Sir Ken Knight 
CBE, DFSM, DL, an ex-chief fire officer of a 
number of areas, including Devon and Dorset. 
Talking about his varied and interesting career 
in the fire service and after, he explained that, 
after he joined Reigate Fire Station as a fireman 
in 1966, he progessed through the service, and 
retired in 2006 after a number of senior posts 
nationally. 

He was then asked to work for the National 
the Fire Commission after the 2006 London 
bombings, a very traumatic time for the coun¬ 
try. He became chief advisor for the govern¬ 
ment for the 2012 Olympics and was involved 
in planning for safety of buildings, terrorist 
events, for visitor/althete safety and the gen¬ 


eral public. 

Sir Ken was then asked by the government 
to undertake a review of all 46 fires services in 
England and Wales, which became known as 
“The Knight Review”. Comments were made of 
the possible amalgamation of fire services in 
the country, and suggested closer links with 
other national emergency services. 

He explained that during his service, a num¬ 
ber of major improvements in fire safety had 
taken place, including smoke detectors, regu¬ 
lations as to the production of foam filled fur¬ 
niture that had had a marked influence in 
deaths to the public, the introduction of fire 
safe cigarettes, and automatic fire detection in 
domestic cooker hoods. 

At the conclusion of his presentation, Rotar- 
ian Bernie Styles thanked Sir Ken for his ex¬ 
tremely interesting and informed comments.

Top 8 winter gardening tips 


1. Dig over your soil 

The essential spring job is digging and preparing, 
just as long as the ground isn’t waterlogged or 
frozen. Digging and forking the soil allows you to 
loosen it, remove weeds and add compost or ma¬ 
nure, which will improve soil structure and create a 
moisture and food reserve for plants. 

2. Prune your shrubs 

“The most important job for me is pruning and shap¬ 
ing our shrub roses. Start by removing any dead or 
diseased branches, prevent damage by cutting back 
sections which rub against each other and reduce ex¬ 
ceptionally long branches by one third of their 
length.” 

3. Reinvigorate your lawn 

"Dig a trial pit and find out what is going on under¬ 
neath the grass itself. Check for moss and thatch (the 
dying grass) and then start mowing, wedding and 
feeding.” 

4. Spruce up your garden path 

"It’s time to spruce up the garden path and bring it 


back to life with a good old-fashioned sweep. Grab 
a stiff brush and start clearing paths of moss, lichen 
and weeds." 

5. Protect your garden from frost 

Protect any tender herbs from frost. January and 
February are usually the coldest months. Bay, myr¬ 
tle, olive and French lavender can be brought under¬ 
cover or near the house if in containers, or covered 
in fleece in situ. Put a cloche over thyme you use for 
cooking and it will stay leafier. Prune wisteria and 
grape vines if they have not been done already. On 
any frost-free days, plant bare root or container 
trees, shrubs, hedging, fruit bushes and canes.
